SLAIMS. 


Sergeant Vason’« Sentence tn the House—The Mis- 
sissippi Suffcrers—-The Chinese Biil 


WasninGcton, March 15.—In the house Mr. 
Houk, of Tennessee, chairman of the com- 
mittee on war claims, reported back a bill for 
the allowance of certain Tennessee claims re- 
ported allowed by the accounting oflicer ot 
the treasury department. Mr. Springer com- 
mented on the fact that of 118 pages of the 
Hill, 75 were devoted tothe payment of claims 
to. citizens of Tennessee. This was 
explained by Mr. Houk, and Mr. 
McMillan . by the statement that 
more property of union citizens had been 
taken for the United Statesin Tennessee than 
in any other state. Mr. Updegratl, a member 
of the committee, stated that he did not 
know what to do with regard to the 
bill. The committee had received ten 
huge bags of claims which had 
been adjudicated by the treasury officials, and 
it had been a_ physical impossibility for the 
members of the committee to examine them. 
It appropriates $291,000 for the payment of 
1,300 claims. “Mr. Miller, of Pennsylvania, 
said that it struck him that congress ought to 
know what it was doing when it 
appropriated $291,000. Mr. White, of Ken- 
tucky; Mr. Holman, of Indiana; Mr.. Atkins, 
of Tennessee, and Mr. Blount, of Georgia, ad- 
vocafed the passage of the bill, contending 
that to do otherwise would be unjust to the 
claimants, and wouid be a virtual repeal of 
the law under which the claims were author- 
ized to be adjudicated. The bill was passed 
without division. 

THE CONVICTION OF SERGEANT MASON, 

Mr. Rice, of Ohio, offered a resolution di- 
recting the committee on the judiciary to in- 
quire whether the eonviction of Sergeant Ma- 
son by a military court, and the proceedings 
thereunder, are not in violation of the laws 
and constitution of the United States, and to 
report their determination to this house, and 
giving the committee leave to send for persons 
and papers. Referred. 

THE MISSISSIPPI SUFFERERS. 

Mr. Hiscock, of New York, chairman of 
the committee on appropriations, reported 
back the senate bill making further appropri- 
ations to relieve the sufferers by the outflow 
of the Mississippi river. The committee rec- 
ommendeded the adoption of amendments 
increasing the amount appropri- 
ated from $100,000 to —- 150,000, 
and authorizing the secretary of war to ex- 

end such part thereof as is proper for labor 
in strengthening the levees of the Mississippi 
river, but providing that he shall oniy 
employ persons to whona he is 
issuing rations on account of destitution. 
The clause in the amendment referring to 
repairing the levees gave rise to a warm de- 
bate, some members seeing in it the 
beginning of a movement upon the 
United States treasury for a_ general 
system of levee building at the expense ot 
the country at large. In the course of the 
debate, the action of the governors of [Illinois 
and Kentucky, in asking for aid for the over- 
flow sufferers in their states, was criticised, 
as it was held that those states were abund- 
antly able to care for their own distressed 
citizens. Finally, Mr. Hiscock modified the 
amendment so as to read as follows: ‘‘And the 
secretary of war is hereby authorized toexpend 
such part thereof ase may deem advisable 

for labor only in strengthening the levees of 
the Mississippi wherd there is danger of im- 
mediate breaks at pints, in his discretion 
but he shall only employ persons 
to whom he is issuing rations on account of 
the destitution caused by the overflow of said 
river and its tributaries.”” This amendment 
was adopted, as was also that increasing the 
appropriations. On motion of Mr. 
Cannon, ol Illinois, an amendment 
was adopjed providing that nothing herein 
contained shall cominit the United States to 
the improvement or maintenance of the Mis- 
sissippi river levees. 

THE CHINESE BILL RESUMED.

To be Made Against an Arkansas Rallroad.

MISSISSIPPI IMPROVEMENT. 


The House Committee Recommends the Passage of 
Mr. Gibson's BIL 

WASHINGTON, March 15.—The house com- 
mittee on the improvement of the Mississippl 
river to-day directed that Representative Gib- 
son’s bill making appropriations for the Im- 
provement of the Mississippi river. should be 
reported to the house with favorable recom- 
mendation. The full text of the bill, as 
amended by the committee, is as follows: 

THE TEXT OF THE BILL. 

Be it enacted, ete., that the following sums of 
money be, and they are hereby appropriated, to be 
paid out of moneyin the treasury, not otherwise 
appropriated, tobe expended by ard under the 
direction of the secretary of war, in accordance 
with the recommendation, plans, specifications, 
estimates and under the supervision of the 
Mississippi river commission for the con- 
struction, repair, completion and preservation 
of the public works hereinafter named, as follows; 
Forthe improvement of the navigation and com- 
merce of the Mississippi river from the mouth of the 
Ohio river to the head of the passes of the Mississip- 
piriver, three million one hundred and thirteen 
thousana dollars; for the buildingand repairing the 
levees, and closing gapsin the levees, two million 
five hundred thousand dollars; for the rectification 
of the Aktafalaga and the mouth of Red river, five 
hundred thousand dollars. Frovided, that the 
money herein appropriated shall not be available 
until the right oF way and jurisdiction over said 
public works shall be ceded to the United States,

HOW HE SURPRISED A PARTY OF 
HIS FRIENDS, 


And Refated s Story that He Had Been Selling Stocks 
by Showing Up $53,000,000 in Certifisates, 
Drewn from His Vault in tre Trust Com 
peany—Comments cf the Press. 


Specia} Dispatch to the Cincinnati Gazette. 

New Yorx, March 13.—Reports have been 
frequently eirculated lately that Jay Gould 
was a large seller of stocks, and some persons 
in Wall street have not hesitated to say that 
the sales wére made necessary by his urgent 
need of money. It is understood that some 
triends informed him of the circulation of 
these damaging ramors Saturday. This morn? 
ing he invited to his office Russell Sage, Cyrus 
W. Field, Frank Work, and one or two oth- 
ers. and asked them to examine the contents 
of a few packages of stocks, for which he sent 
to the Trust company. The packages were 
opened and examined. They contained $53.- 
000,000 in stocks at their face value. In them 
were $23,000,000 of Western Union telegraph 
and $12,000,000 of Missouri Pacific railroad 
stock. The certificates were not indorsed by 
Gould. and were the original certificates is- 
sued to him by the present companies. The 
rest of the total amount was made up of 
Manhattan railroad stock, of the different 
classes, and Wabash stock. Referring to the 
matter, Mr. Sage said afterward: 

AN AMAZING SIGHT. 

“Tt amazed me exceedingly. I told Gould 
on Saturday that persons were circulating 
ugly stories about him, and he then assured 
me there was no foundation forthe report 
that he was selling bis Western Union and 
Missouri Pacific. He told me he held $20,- 
000,000 of Western Union. I hadsupposed he 
might have about haif that amount, and con-

Mr. Gould delayed them a moment by offer- 
ing to show them a few of his bonds. but was 
interrupted by his genial secretary—who had 
already done a fair morning’s work in super- 
vising the removal of the stocks from the 
Trust Company’s vaults to the ofiice—with 
the deprecatory remark that it would require 
a couple of carriages to bring down the bonds, 
The callers, according to common report, did 
not evince any interest in the bonds. Their 
great desire seemed to be to get out of the 
office. Nor did they stand upon the order of 
their going. It was a question which should 
get the market first. It was reported that Mr. 
Vanderbilt was a party to the deal, in that he 
was informed what was to take place, and had 
agreed to stand by his own stock.

Everybody who has visited Bunnell’s mu- 
geum recently was shocked, but in such a 
manner asto !eave a pleasant impression be- 
hind.

Railway Building. 
New York Limes. 

A Chicago railway paper has recently ecom- 
piled a list of statistics of the railway construc- 
tion operationsof the last year. The figures 
indicate that the construction in 1881 was 
larger than in any other year on record, in- 
eluding 558 different lines of track, and aggre- 
gating 8,242 miles. In 1550, when there was 
constructed a larger mileage of track than in 
any other year excepting 1/1, che record was 
but 7.174. Texas leads all the states and ter- 
ritories in which railway building was done 
last year, her record being 1,411 miles. Five 
hundred miles of new road were built in 
Iowa. The building operations in some of 
the other states and _ territories were 
as follows: Maryland, 20 miles only; 
Georgia, 544; ° Alabama, 14; Arkansas, 109; 
Florida, 103; Kentucky, 143’4; Louisiana, 
936; Missouri, 229; Mississippi, 69, North 
Carolina, 149; South Carolina, 67; Tennessee, 
37; Yirginia, 273. while Dakota and Ohio each 
had between 400 and 500 miles of track built 
during the year. About 14 per cent of all the 
tracks laid were the narrow-gauge variety, 
and it is commented upon that the record of 
road-building in the south was much less 
than anticipated, and less, apparently, than 
the demand justified. Some of the leading 
roads of the country changed miles of their 
tracks during the year from the wide to the 
standard gauge, finding the latter preferable 
to the old tracks for many reasons.

We print in another column this morning 
some interesting facts concerning the girls 
and women of Atlanta who find work to do 
and do it.

The distinguished Delaware senatur 
expressed in a private letter simply his opin- 
ion on an important subject and that, too, in 
a honest and conscientious manner; and it is 
now Babcock’s turn to account to the public 
for the part he took in this matter.

THE ANTI-POLYGAMY BILL. 

The opponents in the house of the Ed- 
munds bill to disfranchise the Mormons came 
chiefly from the democratic side. Nor is this 
strange; and the explanation is readily found 
in the bill itself. Not one of the forty-two 
who voted against the bill desire to uphold 
the Mormon hierarchy, but they were not 
willing to indorse a bill that in its incep- 
tion was a_ republican trick, because 
itinvited the antagonism of the democrats by 
provisions that are notoriously unjust. The 
bill, in fact, contemplates a returning board 
of five members to supervise the elections in 
Utah, with full authority to throw out votes 
on the flimsiest of pretexts. The five are in 
fact constituted dictators of Utah by the bill.

The present instance does not fall 1n either 
category. It does not appear that Hix made 
any resistance or showed fight in any way, or 
that he was even arrested. On the contrary, 
his wife testified that he was standing in the 
doorway with his hands in his pocket when 
he was suddenly shot down like a dog. 

Who is responsible for this murder? That 
the United States officials are aware that this 
murder had not even the pretense of legality, 
is evident from the fact the United States 
marshal’s office tries to shift the responsibility 
of the raid on to the collector’s office; and 
the collector's office in turn puts the burden 
on the marshal’s office. 

Whoever is responsible should be made to 
suffer. There is a sudden and strong effort to 
confine this case to the United States courts 
where it is certain to be smothered and the 
federal officers whitewashed. The people will 
not be satisfied with this. They demand jus- 
tice. 

It is time for this sort of thing to stop. THE 
ConstTITUTION proposes to sift the matter to the 
bottom and present all the facts in the case 
without fear or favor. Punishment of law 
breakers is prover and legal. The killing of 
inoffensive citizens is a crime, and the men 
who do it cannot shield themselves behind

EASTERN AND WESTERN JOURNALISM. 

-It- has been several years since Editor Wat- 
terson (cracking his filberts and nibbling cozly 
at the ‘‘bouquet’”’ that rises from the glass and 
faints and dies between the nostril and the 
upper lip) was wont to indite post-prandial 
iectures on journalism. We doubt if any 
finer or fuller essays on this subject have ever 
been written. The brilliant successor of 
Prentice was in the heyday of his youth, in 
the very joy and prime of an eager ambition. 
We have no more of these delightful essays— 
delightful, albeit, they failed to meet the ap- 
proval of some of our British-American ed- 
itors in New York; we have no more of them, 
though the time is ripe for something of the 
sort. 

In the absence of lectures, however, it 
seems we are to have discussion. Quite re- 
cently the New York Tribune, which is beau- 
tifully and superbly British in its typography 
and North American in its tone, leveled a 
broadside at the western press, making the 
city of Chicago the centre of the target. The 
charge of the Tribune was that the typical 
western papers of Chicago were edited by a 
sort of dump-cart contrivance, the news of 
the world appearing in their columns in the 
unweildly shape and bulk of original trans- 
mission. The Tribune further described these 
leading journals as purveyors to the tastes 
which demand a daily dose of the peculiar 
literature that appears in the Police Gazette. 

By way of showing the enterprise of the pa- 
pers condemned by our esteemed metropoli- 
tan contemporary, it should be said that the 
most important. portions of the attack ap- 
peared in'the news columns of the Chicago 
Tribune in the shape of a special dispatch, 
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altogether devoid of a suspicion of that gross 
western humor which is neither understood 
nor appreciated in the east. So far as we have 
observed, the wild western editors have not 
responded to the cutting and slashing criticism 
of the big metropolitan journal in their 
usual trenchant style, but it is not 
at all likely that the matter will be allowed to 
end where it is; certainly, Editor Medill, and 
Editor Storey, and Editor McLean will vindi- 
cate themselves in a series of sensational 
leaders, double-leaded and double-headed. 

It is impossible, in any event, for the west- 
ern editors to ignore the discussion for it has 
broken out in another place.

Heentered upon 
a newspaper career as a boy by becoming copy- 
holder to the proof-readerin the office of the Phil- 
adelphia Press, but he was rapidly promoted, and 
in 1561, when but 20 years of age, he became princi- 
pal war correspondent of that paper, and proved 
himself a capable correspondent in deserib- 
ing marches, battles and retreats. He was after- 
wards managing editor of the Press 
and Washington Chronicle, Mr. Forney’s 
“two dailies.’’ In 1866 he became 
managing editor of the New York Tribune. After 
holding the position four years he resigned, and 
the next year he established a journal of his own— 
the New York Standard—which he edited for two 
years. After the failure of the Standard Mr. Young 
became a member of the staff of the New York Her- 
ald, and was sent abroad as correspondent on the 
continent of “Europe. Mr. Young accompanied 
General Grantin a considerable portion of the fa- 
mous tour of 1877-78. and in 1879 published the 
elaborate illustrated account, in two volumes, 
styled “General Grant’s Travels Around the 
World.’’

JupGe SamveEL Biatcurorp, who has been 
nominated by President Arthur for associate justice 
of the supreme courtof the United States, is the 
son of Rivhard M. Blatchford, who wasin his day 
a prominent lawyer of New York city. There Judge 
Blatchford was born March 9, 1820,so0 that he is 
now over 62 years of age. He graduated at Colum- 
bia eollege in 1837, and in 1838 young Blatchford 
was made private secretary to William H. Seward, 
who was elected governor that year. After leaving 
Mr. Seward’s employ he studied law in his father’s 
office, was admitted to the bar, and in 1846 removed 
to Auburn, Mr. Seward lending the young lawyer 
his counsel and assistance. He returned to New 
York city in 184, and soon acquired an extensive 
practice. Judge Blatchford early acquired a high 
reputation and great success as a lawyer; but in 
addition to his large practice, found time to 
prepare the reports of the United States court for 
the second circuit, a task in which he is still en- 
gaged, aud to assistin preparing Blatchford and 

owland’s reports of the admiralty cases decided 
by the district court for the southern district of 
New York. On the resignation of Judge Betts as 
United States district judge for the southern dis- 
trict of New York President Johnson appointed Mr. 
Blatchford his successor in May, 1867. This position 
he filled with such distinction thatin March, 1878, 
President Hayes appointed him United States cir- 
cuit judge for the second circuit, embracing the 
states of Connecticut, New York and Vermont, as 
successor to the late Judge Alexander 8, Johnson.

‘“‘How is your marriage record ?”’

A HIGHER TONE. 

“Ts there any change in the character of 
women-who now apply for work?” 

“Yes, a decided change. We can now get 

any number of women from a circle where 
ten years ago work was considered as degrad- 
ing. Public sentiment has changed wonder- 
fully in that respect.

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A GREAT EARTHQUAKE, 


An Unparalleled Disaster in Costa Rica—Jmmense 
Destruction of Property. 


PanaMA, March 13.—Intelligence has just 
reached here of an appalling earthquake in 
Costa Rica. Advices titus far received state 
four towns has been destroyed. Thesg are 
Alajuela, Sanramor, Grecia and Heridia. In 
Alajuela alone there were several thousand 
lives lost. Those left alive there are home- 
less. The loss of life has been something 
fearful. 

Costa *Rica, in common ‘with the whole 
Central American district, is subject to earth- 
quakes, and the houses are generaliy built in 
the best way to avert Canger from such phe- 
nomena: they eover a large area, and are but 
one story in height. Sometimes a volcano 
bursts out, and the earthquake accompanies 
it with almost unheard-of violence, as in 
the greateruption of Cosiguina, in Nicaragua, 
in 1835, when .ashes were thrown all over 
Central America, and the shocks were felt 
over an area having a radius of 1,4” miles, 
Hitherto, however, there have been no seri- 
ously destructive earthquakes recorded in the 
Costa Rica section. 

On April 16, 1%54, the capital of San Salva- 
dor, which is situated at the base of a volcea- 
no, was completely destroyed by an earth- 
quake. The city at the time contained 80,000 
inhabitants, but as the catastrophe happened 
by daylight, only 100 lives were lost, although 
the whole population was made homeless, 
An attempt was made to rebuild the city 
nearer the sea, but the people preferred the 
old site, despite its dangerous situation, and 
the new city ultimately rose from the ruins 
of the old. On March 4, 1873, it was visited 
by a fresh disaster, which resulted in a loss of 
800 lives and the destruction of $12,000,000 
worth of property. ; 

The most recent volcanic eruption of note 
occurred on June 29, 1880, when the Volcano 
del Fuego, in Guatemala, which lies to the 
north of San Salvador, sent forth a vast mass 
of hot ashes which caused considerable de- 
struction of property and the loss of numer- 
ous lives. On September 3, 1874, Guatemala 
was also visited by an earthquake whichruin- 
ed several towns and inflicted considerable 
loss of life. Guatemala has also been the 
scene of the most destructive earthquake re- 
corded in Central America. The town of La 
Antigua near the Volcano del Fuego. was on 
that occasion ruined by one of the most ter- 
rible earthquakes of which we have any 
record in modern times. The effects of the 
tremendous convulsion of July 29, 1773, 
were feit as far as Mexico. 

The town of Alejuela, where thousands of 
lives are reported to have been lost by the 
recent earthquake, was one of the most impor- 
tant and prosperous places in Costa Rica, and 
had a population of about 8,000 souls. It 
steod in the mountainous region inthe center 
of the republic, 
Cartago, with which it was connected by 4 
railroad built by Henry Meiggs Keith, a neph- 
ew of Henry Meiggs, the Peruvian railroad 
magnate, and opened for traflic on January 1, 
1873. This railroad was intended to extend 
from ocean to ocean, but it has not yet been 
completed. The other destroyed towns men- 
tioned in dispatches were smaller and less im 


portant places. 
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ON THE RAIL 


THROUGHOUT THESOUTHERN SEC- 
TION OF THE NATION. 


The Georgia Pacific and Its Functions in Developing 
the Country It Runs Through—The Condition 
of Richmond and Danville, Hard-Pan 
Figures—Other Railroad News. 


Correspondence Boston Herald. 

Birmingham will become one of the impor- 
tant railroad centers of the south when the 
Georgia Pacific railroad shall have been built, 
perhaps the most important with the single 
exception of Atlanta. A railroad map of 
these extreme southern states reveals, or illus 
trates, some very important facts. Railroad 
building in this section before the war was 
from the south to the north. There was no 
great way for travel directly from the Missis- 
sippi to the Atlantic seaboard. The Atlantic 
ports did business with the country immedi 
ately surrounding them, but the great busi-- 
ness of the south was done with the north, 
and it has not been until recently that the 
south has become aroused to the fact 
that its east and west |. trunk 
lines ought to rival those running north 
and south. Nothing better illustrates ,the 
old and, to a large extent, the present condi- 
tion of railroad building in the south than 
the lines running in an easterly direction 
from Montgomery, in this state. Montgom- 
ery is an old southern railroad center. From 
it a road ruus south to Mobile, north into 
Tennessee, northeast to Atlanta, southeast to 
Eufaula and directly west. If one desires 
to go to Savannah, the nearest important 
Atlantic port, and due east from Montgom- 
ery, one is cbliged to go by a circuitous 
route northeast to Atlanta or Macon, Ga., and 
thence toSavannah, or southeast to the lower 
part of the state and then north. Atlanta 
is a modern railroad center. Through the 
Richmond and Danville combination it hasa 
direct connection with the north,and with all 


_the leading southern Atlantic ports. Its lines to 


Savannah, Charleston, Wilmington, N. C., 
and Norfolk, Va., are very direct. It has, as 
yet, however, no adequate opening to the 
west. The Georgia Pacific will supply that. 
When it is built Birmingham will be the one 
other modern railroad center in the extreme 
southern states; that is to say, there will then 
meet at both Birmingham and Atlanta a 
number of railroads, the chief business of 
which will be to carry the riches of this 
southern country to the most profitable mar- 
ket in the cheapest possible way. It may be 
that the cotton, the ores, the minerals and 
the woods of the south will go to the greet 
commercial cities of the north, but an oppor- 
tunity wili be offered to the seaports and ¢cit- 
ies of the south to compete for the business. 

The leading purpose in the building of the 
Georgia Paci ¢ is said to be the developme nt 
of the iron and coal region of Alabama. Itis 
a larger purpose than that. The Georgia Pa- 
cific will be the western outlet of the great 
Richmond and Danville system, and will give 
all the southern sea ports a direct connection 
with the Pacific coast and with the roads that 
are now building into Mexico. The mere 
statement of this fact is suthicient to indicate 
the splendor of the achievement which this 
now great southern railroad corporation has 
undertaken the accomplishment of. Rail- 
road builders are beginning to realize that 
capital has come into the south, and that 
more will come when etter transportation 
facilities are given. When ore and the 
product of the furnaces and_ rolling 
mills can be shipped from Birmingham 
to the sea at as low a charge as the miners and 
iron masters of Ohio and Pennsylvania now 
pay, the price of iron and coal at the mine 
will be greatly increased, and the production 
proportionately stimulated. It requires only 
a glance at the map, too, to see how natural 
and direct a way will be opened by the pro- 
jected road to the developing riches of Mexi- 
co. The Georgia Pacific and its western con- 
nections, the Texas and Pacitic and the South- 
ern Pacific railroads. promise to rival the 
Union and Central in the carrying trade be- 
tween the Atlantic and Pacific coasts: but, 
more than that, the silver mines of Mexico 
and our southwestern territories will be car- 
ried to the north and eastever the same roads 
that will carry the middle staple cotton of 
Mississippi bottom and the iron and coal of 
northern Alabama and southeastern Ten- 
nessee. 
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THE RICHMOND AND DANVILLE. 


Richmond 
and Danviile have called forth criticism on 
the condition of the road. The following 
statement, obtained from official sources, 
showing the earning capacity of the road, will 
be interesting. The capital stock of the 
company September 30, 1881, was $4,000,000; 
backed debt, $4,511,100; net earnings for the 
year, less operating expenses and main- 
tenance, $904,371; tixed charges, $582,498: 
surplus, $411,873, or over 10 per cent, on the 
stock. The net earnings for the quarter ending 
December 31, 1881, were $540,401, fixed charges 
including rentals of Atlanta and Charlotte 
and York river roads, $305,130; surplus, $235,- 
271, or 5 9-10 per cent on the stock. ‘The in- 
crease of net earnings for the quarter compared 
with the corresponding quarter last year was 
$237,571; increase of surplus, $77,749. The 
gross earnings for January, 1882, were $289,- 
627; increase over same month last year, $39,- 
696; estimated net earnings for the quarter 
ending March 31, 1882, $475,000; fixed charges, 
$505,130; surplus, $169,570, or 4 2-10 per cent 
on the stock, an increase of 65 per cent over 
the same quarter for 153]. The total surplus 
over fixed charges for six months ending Mare 
S3ilst is estimated at $400,000.

We are pleased to learn thata charter kas 
been obtained for a railroad from this city to 
our sister city of Guntersville. This is a good 
move for each terminal point, better for the 
fine farming country in Jones’s and Murphey’s 
valleys, but best fer the development of the 
fine coal ana ores of that section of the state. 
now hid away in the hills ef Blount and oth- 
er counties, through which the road will ran. 
Thus one valuable improvement makes occa- 
sion for another, and we hope to see follow- 
ing the organization of the road to Corinth, 
which will take place to-morrow, the organi- 
zation of the Guntersville road. Let them 
have an even start in the construction and we 
will see who will eome out ahead. Both must 
be built. Birmaingham can do without neither 
of them, and should ofier a big premium for 
the road completed first. 


“TARIFF FOR REVENUE ONL Y.”’ 


Henry Wattersen’s Chicago Speech in Answer to the 
Toast the “Democratic Press.” 

Cuicasco, March 15.—The Iroquois banquet 
took place to-night. The notable inciden. of 
the occasion was Mi. Henry Watterson’s 
speech, which was enthusiastically received. 
Mr. Watterson said: 

Since the daysef Ritchieand Blaira change. 
and avery great cliange, has come over the 
spirit and practice of journalism in this coun- 
try. From Jacksen to Buchanan each demo- 
cratic administration had an organ in the na- 
tional capital, which got its cue from the 
white house and gave laws to the democratic 
party and the democratic press. Nota vestige 
of this system remains. 

Again, the press being almost as mucha 
creature of tendencies as of conditions. the 
irresistible impetus of currency has for a score 
of vears been upon the side of the repub- 
lican press, which to immense energy in the 
collection of the’ news has joined a potent and 
elastic representation of the movement and 
temper of the time. 

It seems, sir, necessary that I should say 
this, because a fitting response to the senti- 
meat you have done me the honor to assign 
me must needs be an apology for “The Dem- 
ocratic Press.”” It is no longer a power in the 
land. It no longer issues the decrees of ad- 
ministrations nor unfolds the policies of gov- 
ernment, nor echoes the spirit of the age. It 
is, indeed, but a poor relation; sincere. oyal— 
full of courage and ho but, like the party 
divided, irresolute and purposeless. 


If there were no remedy for this unhappy 
state, I should not venture—partl cularly 5 Me 
an occasion so brilliant and so Joyous 
to touch upon it. I should hojd my mo 
and nurse my regrets in silence. But there is 
a remedy; there is a remedy for both the par- 
ty and its press. . 

‘First of aL. then, the democratic ee 
realize that there has been a delu 0 
things have been swept away. He who loo 
backward shall share the fate of Lot’s wife; 
he alone who looks forward shall live, move 
and have a being. That the democratic party 
has survived the deluge is of good augury. It 
tells us that its existence has been ~ 
for some great purpose. It is for the org 
cratic press to understand that with- 
in that purpose are bound up _ no 
reactions and no _ revenges. The dem- 
ocratic arty cannot come into 
power, ae ought not to come into poe: 
as an avenging deity, still less a destroying 
angel. It must come in, if it comes in at all, 
as the party of action, not reaction; the party 
of reform, not redress; the party of to-day, 
not of. yesterday, applying its energies to the 
adjustment of the country and itself to the 
new and extraordinary conditions which mod- 
ern science, invention and. research have 
wrought wherever the tinkle of the telephone 
is heard and the sparkle of the electric light is 
seen, 

You will say that these are but glittering 
generalities, and lacking in specification. Sir, 
J will be specific. I mean “a tariff for reve- 
nue only.”’ I mean the obliteration of navi- 
gation laws which have driven our flag from 
the highseas. i mean the divorcement of the 
civil service from party service. I mean a 
careful ond just revision of ournational bank- 
ing system—which I conceive the best bank- 
ing system we have ever had, and which, 
with certain needful modifications, 
essential both to its preservation 
and the equities of taxation, I would 
relegate to the place in business where it be- 
longs and whither it should have oeen sent 
long ago. I mean the reduction of the na- 
tional debt toa thousand millions, where it 
should be funded and made perpetual. The 
people are being taxed too much. The debt 
is being paid too fast. All taxes should be 
levied with an eye solely to revenue, and no 
more revenue should be collected than is re- 
quired to support the government and carry 
the debt. 

The key to all these propositions--the pivot 
around which they are grouped and about 
which they turn—is to be ane in that sim- 
ple sentence; ‘‘a tariff for revenue only.’’ It 
isnot my sentence. 1 neither invented it 
nor «discovered it; though I would no more 
dream of compiling a democratic platform 
without it than I would think of issuing an 
edition of the New Testament without Christ's 
sermon on the mount. It is axiomatic, ana 
taken bodily out of that magnificent enun- 
ciation of democratic principles—on which 
ve won a glorious national victory—the 
matchless platform adopted at St. Louis in 
1876. I would not surrender a word of it, nor 
a syllable. It expresses with precision the 
exact position of the party upon the tariff, 
that when the government gets its taxes, then 
and there the tax shall stop. Whatever. ‘‘in- 
cidental protection” that affords—well, it af- 
fords—and let the protectionists make the 
most of it. In truth, they had better; for 
rotection, like slavery, is doomed; only, un- 
ike slavery, it will not linger so long upon 
the stage to baffle freemen and stay the march 
of freedom. It cannot become a sectionalist, 
as slavery did. I cannot get into religion, as 
slavery did. Yet it is as monstrous in 
every respect as slavery was. Looking 
back into that far-off time, it staggers 
the mind to contemplate how long the insti- 
tution of slavery did stand against reason, 
common sense, humanity and public policy. 
All men now admit that there was not an ar- 
gument to support it. The present genera- 
tion of men can but illy comprehend how it 
survived the agitations of asingle general elec- 
tion. It is gone, thank God, and there is an 
end of it; butits history is full of instruc- 
tion and warning. It tells us in thunder 
tones to beware of the sophistric s, the arro- 
gance and the power of olizarchism and to be- 
hold in the jobbery and robbery of protection 
anew slavery, rearing its lofty head to threat- 
en the people and curse the land. 

Fellow-democrats,. the road before us is 
straight, broad and open! Do not allow your- 
selves to be lured off the highway. Do 
not give up to demagogues what was 
meant for the country, Look forward, 
not backward; or, if you must go back, 
go as far back as the lost traditions ot 
Jefierson and Jackson, and return clasp- 
ing them to you heart. You have your 
enemy at last not merely divided, but 
occupying a false and untenable position. 
The attempted fusion in the south—the liai- 
son between the machine and the mob—is in 
every way agrarian and corrupt. It will not 
be a great while before the intelligence of the 
country realizes that it is a serious menace to 
the national credit. Place the old democratic 
flag-ship in line of battle; clear the decks for 
action; pitch the fools into the sea, and send 
the soreheads below; and, with freedom’s 
signals flying at tne mast-head, give her pray- 
erfully, confidently, to the God of storms, the 
battle and the breeze!

on the state to show affirmatively that the 
defendant was not injured thereby. 
3. When such alleged misconduct is the use 
of spirituous liquors by the jury during the 
trial, affidavits from those persons who used 
the liquors, and others of the jury, showing 
that they were used with great moderation, 
and not to such an extent as to even slightly 
affect the capacity of any member of the 
jury, will release the state from this burden. 
4. Though the person outraged swears that 
the crime of rape was actually committed by 
the prisoner, yet where an attempt is made to 
impeach her testimony, and her age and the 
circumstances surrounding the criminal ae 
render her testimony on this subject douht- 
ful, the jury may disregard it and find the 
accused guilty of an assault with intent to 
rape, there being overwhelming evidence of 
such assault.

A BOLD FORGER. 


A Negro Steals a Blank Check and Presents !t Filled 
Up With T. R. Howell's Name. ; 
Soon after the Atlanta banks were opened 
for business yesterday morning a colored man 
entered Lowry’s bank, at the corner of Ala- 
bama and Loyd streets, and presented a check 
for two hundred doliars and asked for the 
money. The gentleman to whom the check 
was handed glanced at the signature attached 
thereco, and was in the act of paying the dar- 
key the money, as there was more than the 
amount denominated in the check, in bank 
to the signer’s credit, when he thought he 
detected an irregularity in the signature.
